Bionor. 


Surveys — quantity of land sold during the 


j,ist year — Average cost of the public lands — 
The ^Bounty and Swamp Land grant. — The 
surveys have been pressed forward aa rapidly 
ts the means placed at the disposal of the office 
would permit, to enable the hardy and enter- 
prising pioneers to avail themselves of the pre- 
emption act of 4th September, 1841. The 
terms of that law expressly exclude all persons 
who settle on unsurveyed lands ; and hence 
these efforts for the benefit of this portion of 
our citizens, are worthy of commendation. It 
is through the instrumentality of these fron- 
tiersmen that our public lands have become 
valuable, that the wilderness has given place 
to the busy throng of commerce, and the 
smiling fields of plenty. They are therefore 
entitled to all possible consideration ; and it is 
a matter of congratulation that their interests 
and those of the public are so well cured for. 


The whole quantity of lands sold and dis- 


posed of during the year 1845, including that 
located by military bounties, State selection, 
&c., was - - acres, 4,933,003

The bounty locations are not included in the 


estimates for the third quarter of 1850, the re- 
turns not having been received. 


A most valuable and interesting item in the 


report, is the statement showing the area and 
cost of the public lands and the revenue de- 
rived from them. From that statement it ap- 
pears that the whole area of the public lands, 
exclusive of those in Oregon, California, New 
Mexico, Utah, the Indian and Nebraska Ter- 
ritories, was 424,103,750 acres. That of these, 
about one-fourth have been sold for the sum 
of $135,339,092, while the whole cost of every 
kind to the 
Government, 
including the 


amount paid to France for Louisiana, to Spain 
for the Florida*, and for the extinguishment 
of the Indian tide, was 74,957,879 dollars- 
making the nett profit to the government 60, 
381,213 dollars, or ati avarage of nearly one 
and a quarter millions of dollars annually for 
the last fifty years.
